There are no DXpeditions reported on the web however there was one ham, Klaus Pluer, stationed there 
in the 1970s . Franz Langer, DJ9ZB, was his QSL manager. It was a thrill for several Los Angeles hams 
who slipped through the pile up on 20 Meters SSB during one of his rare operations! Two of those inter- 
viewed back then were shocked to tune across a lone Yemeni station at 9:30 AM on November 3, 1973. It 
was the only time he was reported active.
